The name lIAukell means lIlittle lakell in the Thlinget Indian language
and refers to the lake that was in front of the glacier and which is now
lIAuke Lakell in Alaska.

It is related that in recent prehistoric times the local rising land
mass created a barrier to salmon in the Auke Lake outlet and the Indi­
ans of the n ear by Auke viII age set their slaves to work clearing the
stream. The success of this sal m 0 n rehabilitation was so pleasing to
the Indians that they sent the slaves back to their own villages. (Out­
door California, May 1961.)
